School Bells To Ring 


Schools of the Olds School Div- 
ision No. 31 will open Tuesday Sep- 
tember ist at 9:00 aim, The Div- 
ision is still short of staff at Cre- 
mona and Harmattan, where Prin- 
cipals are needed; at Midway and 
Graham. It is expected that these 
vacancies will be filled by Septem- 
ber Ist. 

Recent decisions by the Division- 
al Board have resulted in the fol- 
lowing schools being closed: Elkton, 
which will be bussed to Cremona; 
and Lone Pine, Bennett, Samis and 
Hunteliff which will be bussed to 
Olds. To reduce overcrowding at 
Hainstock, busses serving Innis 
Lake and Berrydale will come to 
Olds. 

Some redirection of pupils in Co- 
burn and in Mowers has been de- 
cided upon. Pupils living north of 
the blind line one mile north of the 
township line between Olds and 
Vidsbury will go to Olds. Those 
living south of the line will go to 
Didsbury. There will be minor ex- 
ceptions to this because of road 
conditions and resulting bus routes. 

A committe is studying pupil lo- 
cations and bus routes and these 
will appear later in this column. 

New school buildings at Olds, 
Carstairs and Sundre, and addit- 
ions at Didsbury and Cremona, are 
progressing favorably, and = with 
the exception of the new BElemen- 
tary School in Olds, will be ready 
by September 1st. Clessrooms in 
the Olds school may be a few days 
late jn completion, but pupils are 
asked to register on September Ist 
regardless, The addition to the 
Senior High School in Olds is now 
complete. Pupils in all centraliza- 
tions should this year enjoy the 
fine modern spacious buildings pro- 
vided. 

New bus routes were tentatively 
established at a recent bus com- 
mittee meeting of trustees and dri- 


vers held at Olds. Changes were 
made necessary by the closing of 
rural schools, and the changing of 
some districts attending at Dids- 
bury and Hainstock to Olds, 

With some exceptions, pupils 1 
mile north of the township line 


(31-32) will go to Olds, those south 
will go to Didsbury. Innis Lake

(Following is a report from the 
hail suppression company which is 
operating from a site just west of 
Didsbury. The project covers por- 
tions of the Municipal Districts of 
Mountain View, Kneehill and 
Rocky View.)

Cool, wet weather returned to 
the project area the week of 15-21 
of August. precipitation recorded 
at the Didsbury Hail Suppression 
office for this period was 1.85 
inches, 

Hail suppression operations were 
carried out on five of the past 
seven days. Three of these days 
presented serious hail threats with 
varying amounts of hail occurring 
in or near the project, 

On Sunday, August 16th, a storm 
developed on the western edge of 
the project and moved eastward to 
a point north-east of Airdrie. This 


storm left a track of light hail 
damage but no 100% damage was 
reported. 

On August 17th a severe threat 


developed early in the day with 
cloud tops over 30,000 feet high by 
1 pam. During the day three large 
storm centres moved across the 
project, giving light scattered hail 
over large areas of the project and 
was accompanied by large amounts 
of precipitation. Only one small 
area of damage was reported in the 
project, to the east of Carbon.

WHY IS MONEY 
SO TIGHT ? ? ? 


A heading in Tuesday's daily 
papers says that Canadian bankers 
are confused over the present mon- 
ey situation and the high cost of 
credit. James Muir, chairman and 
president of the Royal Bank of 
Canada, says that curtailment of 
credit has been forced on the char- 
tered banks by tight money coupled 
with the six per cent legal ceiling 
in lending rates of chartered banks. 
Going further, he is quoted as say- 
ing: “the Canadian Bankers’ Assoc- 
iation or any memeber have not 
sought to increase earnings by ask- 
ing for a rise in the interest ceil- 
ing.” 

We do not pretend to know the 
solution nor the cause, We have 
our own opinion that too much in- 
stallment credit has been extended 
. at rates from 6 to 30 per cent 
and naturally when funds can be 
diverted from mundane business 
affairs to these exotic earnings one 
can hardly blame those who have 
funds to hire out for shopping 
around to the highest bidder. 

Way back in the pioneer days 
the homesteaders were glad to bor- 
row money at 8 per cent on dis- 
count. We know whereof we speak. 
There indeed was a risk taken by 
the banks, for both the people and 
the country were new and untied. 
The formula was, say to borrow 
1 $100 for a year at 8 per cent. Your 
note was immediately discounted 
the 8 per cent and you actually 
had the use of only $92. If you 
were lucky you repaid the loan at 
$100 only. If you ran into bad 
luck, you re-discounted and paid 
back, on the rate of the renewed 
discount. One should not be too 
critical. for thousands of these 
loans were bad, but the old sores 
remain on those who paid and saw 
their less frugal neighbors get debt

DEAR HOMEMAKERS, 

Have you been having trouble 
with some of your white nylon ar- 
ticles. Do they turn yellow after 
only a few wearings. Here are 
some ideas on what to do to care 
for them. 

There is nothing inherent in ny- 
lon which causes it to turn yellow, 
and it usually doesn't if cared for 
properly. However, to prevent yel- 
lowing, the following suggestions 
might be helpful to you. 

1. Thoroughly washing is a must, 
preferably in a machine if con- 
struction of your slip permits, and 
using a heavy-duty soap or syn- 
thetic detergent. Sometimes the 
“easy washing” is overdone. and 
it’s important to remember that 
the “dunk and rinse” which may be 
all right for your stockings is not 
enough for slips. 

2. Thorough rinsing is equally 
jimportant, to remove every trace of 
suds or soap particles. If left in. 
these may cause discoloration § of 
the fabric. Soap residue may be 
|the result of problems due to hard 
|water, and if this is the case, use 
of water softeners will help. 


3. Wash white only with other 
whites. Nylon will “attract” color, 
even from pastels, and it will show 
up as gray or yellow. Sometimes 
bleaches can be used effectively 
for yellowing from this cause.

WHITENING DICOLORS NYLON 


GARMENTS 
If white nylon garments have be- 
icome so discolored that ordinary 


' washing and bleaching will not re- 
| store their whiteness the following 
jmethod will make them look fresh 
and white. Many garments may 
not need all the steps for satisfac- 
tory results, but it is important to 
follow the steps in order given. 

1, Wash the garments thoroughly 
| With Soap or synthetic detergent by 
hand or in a washing machine, de- 
pending on the construction and 
the type of garment. 


2. Add one package of “Rit Color | 


Remover" to about 1 gallon of hot 
water (160 degrees F.) in an enamel 
container and immediately put in 
the wet garments. Stir the gar- 
ments gently while maintaining the 
temperature, (Temperatures in exe 
cess of 160 degrees F. may. set 
wrinkles in the nylon that are dif- 
ficult to remove by ironing.

HIGHWAY LITTER 
CAUSING CONCERN 


As the tourist season now is in 
full swing, it seems that attention 
needs to be drawn most emphat- 
ically to the practice of some per- 
sons to scatter 
highways. 
Visitors from other provinces have 
noted this tendancy on the part 
of holiday makers, whose neglect 
or carelessness is to be deplored. 

This year, Alberta has made it 
an offence under the Vehicles and 
Highway Traffic Act to distribute 
litter and deface the highways, 

The act says that “litter” means 
to deposit or cause to be deposited 
any glass, nails, tacks, or other 
scraps of metal or any nubbish, 
refuse or waste. 

It says no person shall litter a 
highway. Also, qa person who re- 
moves a wrecked or damaged ve- 
hicle from a highway shall remove 
glass or other 
or thing dropped upon the highway 
from the vehicle. 

In some provinces, there are po- 
sted signs along the highways war- 
ning motorists of a $50 fine for 
scattering litter, These stiff pen- 
alties are said to have good effect 
in keeping the highways clean of 
litter and rubbish. 

Motorists well know there 
spots where litter can be disposed 
of along the roads, Some drivers 
carry litter bags in their cars and 
empty these at points where it is 
permissible to do so. Thus they

GARDEN SLUGS:— Every year 


I receive calls from people who 
have garden slugs attacking their 
garden things, This is the time of 
year when they can become quite 
troublesome. These soft bodied, 
slimy creatures are legless and have 
no obvious head. Normally they 
hide by day under rubbish that 
may be lieing around. At night 
they climb plants to feed on them. 
Practically everything green com- 
poses their diet. 

CONTROL: 1. General sanitation. 
Clean up boards, boxes, etc. under 
which they can hide. 

2. Metaldehyde, This material is 
obtainable from drug stores and 
seed houses and ig usually consid- 
ered the best slug control. Direc- 
tions for use will be found on the 
containers, 

3. The 
fruit or 


empty halves of grape- 
melons placed cut side 
down among infested plants will 
act as a trap. Prop up one side 
so that the slugs can crawl under 
the empty shell. The slug will 
crawl inside during the day, some- 
times in great numbers. Examine
